Down Jersey DXing 
By Bill Grim, WOMHK 


And how did you do with the VK9WA DXpedition??? They seemed 
to do a better than average job in utilizing what propagation we had 
=! : on different bands. Pile-ups were under control and 10 and 12 Meters 
Feertemeat sutonm were kind to Down Jersey affording us a number of openings. But 
ec aw ia VK9WA was not without their problems. Antennas were attacked 

with bad winds, corrosive sea water, birds breaking verticals, and sea 
turtles yanking out coax. The turtles may have damaged the 160M antenna beyond repair, which was a 
real "bummer" for me and my struggles on Topband! 


In general, 10 and 12 Meter propagation has been picking up nicely. Those bands provide a large amount 
of DX for "little pistols" DXers. Opportunities to work Africa have definitely improved, but success from 
SNJ to the Far East on the higher bands this season is still in question. Our early sunsets are also com- 
pressing our opportunities on 10 and 12. Try to remember to check out the bands and clusters if you get 
home from work now around sunset. 


30 and 40 Meters seem to still be trying to hit their stride of DX possibilities for the winter season. Even 
antennas of modest height have DX potential on 30 and 40 Meters. I personally prefer verticals on those 
bands and have had good success with a ground plane on 30M at about 12 feet with four sloping radials. 
It's a small footprint, but it seems to hear and transmit well. Get that code speed up for 30 Meters and re- 
member that with new U.S. band allocations in very recent years, many DX QSOs can be made simplex 
on 40M phone (and 75M phone) without having to use "split" operation. 


The CQ World Wide Phone DX Contest in October did produce some surprisingly good HF conditions. 
Good ole 10 Meters was open to many parts of the world despite a decline in solar flux from our waning 
Solar Cycle. 15 and 20 Meters were good, but the lower bands were a bit slower than last year. Fingers 
crossed that the CW World Wide Contest at the end of November will be "hot" despite propagation predic- 
tions to the contrary in CQ Magazine. 


Here’s a quick note on a simple station maintenance chore. It is critical to get to the right antenna quickly 
to work a DX station without any "quirks". It might be a good time for you to take apart that old antenna 
switch you have been using for years and clean the switch contacts with a pencil eraser or fine sandpaper. 
It's a simple task, but one often forgotten. Intermittent switch contacts can hamper your chance to pounce 
on a new one quickly. 


December DX selections seem to indicate a reasonable amount of Pacific activity as DX slows down be- 
cause of the holidays. Possibly you can score some new DXCC countries with the following:

Recent Licensing Statistics 

The following report of FCC licenses issued is supplied by Maria Somma, ABIFM, ARRL VEC Manager. 
Somma notes that, while new Amateur licenses issued are down by 6% from last year’s record-setting 
pace, they are 11% above the typical totals from previous years. Upgraded licenses are up 7% compared to 
the same period last year. The total number of U.S. Amateurs has continued to grow steadily each year 
since the FCC license class restructure in 2007. As of September 30, 2015, the number of licenses reached 
a new all-time high of 731, 974.

Repeater Technical Report

As I mentioned in the President’s message, we have started the process of investigating and improving 
performance of our 2 Meter repeater at the Pitman water tower site. The goal is to be able to make facts- 
based decisions, rather than speculative ones, on where to spend our time and effort. This is not an 
“overnight” process. The first step in this process is to have a qualified expert perform professional-level 
on-site diagnostic tests on our repeater and antenna system, including duplexers, hardline, connectors, and 
antenna, and report on their findings. From the report, a facts-based and action plan can be prioritized for 
implementation. 


Much appreciation goes out to Tekk Comm Communications (www.tekkcomm.com), and Gary Bendy 
(KC2YWJ) in particular, who agreed to perform this first step for us at no cost to the club. Thank you 
Gary! Both Al and I were present during the inspection and tests at the Pitman tower repeater site that 
were conducted on November 7. From the report, you will see just how generous Tekk Comm is in help- 
ing us in this matter. 


In the report, there are a number of observations made during the testing. I would like to highlight two of 
those key observations : 


The first observation was that the System Fusion repeater has outstanding receive sensitivity measured at a 
level of 0.15uV on our input frequency of 147.780 MHz. Our radio has excellent ears. 


The second observation was that when the transmitter became active, the receiver became null due to de- 
sense. This was clearly observed. It’s like the loud guy at the party who likes to talk and talk, but doesn’t 
listen very good when he does. Our repeater’s excellent ears are getting muffled by its own voice when it 
starts trying to repeat what it was hearing on 147.780 MHz input to the 147.180 MHz output (which is just 
0.6 MHz lower in frequency). 


Mr. Bendy tells me a desense is not an uncommon finding, particularly at digital cell phone sites with a 
high noise floor - which is what our Pitman water tower site has now become! He also indicates that mod- 
ern radios generally require greater isolation between input and output frequencies in such environments 
compared with what was adequate in the past. The good news for all of this is that Mr. Bendy believes this 
observed desense condition is able to be improved upon, so we are going to give it a try. The other good 
news from the report is that, though aged, our current antenna and transmission line checked out OK. 


Our repeater technical committee will be taking this from here, to evaluate options and act on key recom- 
mendations and findings from this report. For starters, we will be working with Tekk Comm to try and im- 
prove the isolation between the input and output frequencies, and to improve the grounding for all of our 
equipment at the site. As I said in the introductory message, I’d prefer to do the main work on this in this 
committee, with report-out to the membership at our regularly scheduled club general membership meet- 
ings. 


Just like with the clubhouse replacement, this is not going to be an “overnight” project. If you would like 
to be appointed to the 2016 repeater technical committee, send me an email, or tell me in person at the 
Holiday party.

Let me begin with the initial inspection. It was noted that all equipment should be properly grounded at the 
site. It was noted that nothing was grounded in regards to the repeater itself nor the current duplexer. As 


you know, grounding is a very important procedure that should always be maintained.

Several things 
can create this. Improper cable 
lengths, poor cable, connectors or \ 
not enough isolation within the duplexer or adjacent interference. While inspecting your duplexer, it was 
noted that the jumpers between the cavities had been replaced at one time or another. It was also noted that 
replacing those in a good faith effort can create issues. The cables are manufactured to a specific length 
from the manufacturer and by changing those, can create a desense issue thus putting the duplexer out of 
tune. 


It was also noted that adapters were being used to connect the cable lines from the repeater to the duplexer. 
Adapters should be used as a temporary solution, but is recommended they should not be used as a perma- 
nent solution due to their 1db of loss. The transmission cable between the repeater and the duplexer was 
noted as having some sharp bends. When running cable, one should be cautious as not to bend the cable 
past a 90 degree angle. This causes the outer shield to cut into the foam insulator creating loss and disrupts 
the isolation along with degrading the cable. 


We used a Telewave RF meter to diagnose the cable as well as the antenna. It was noted that 50 watts was 
being transmitted out of the repeater into the duplexer. The power out of the duplexer was noted at 35

watts and the reflected power was | watt. The power out of the duplexer seemed to have more loss than 


expected, but not out of the ordinary. Even though the transmission line and antenna seemed to be OK, 
due to the age of the antenna, even though it checks OK, can sometimes be deceiving. The Super Station 
Master is manufactured with copper tubing. Over the years, due to flexing, the solder connections within 
the fiberglass shell will become loose, therefore not performing to the manufacturer’s specifications. Even 
though it checks OK. 


Utilizing your current antenna, we looked at the spectrum analyzer with plus and minus 10 MHz from the 
center frequency of 147.780 MHz which is the input frequency for your repeater. It was noted that a high 
noise floor is definitely present. We monitored the spectrum analyzer for approximately 30 minutes and 
did not see any spikes within your frequency, thus eliminating any theory that adjacent transmitters are 
interfering with your receiver. 


In conclusion, I would like to make the following recommendations that will significantly improve your 
repeater system: 
1. Proper grounding of all related equipment. 
Replace the current antenna. (Specs attached) 
Replace current duplexer. (Specs attached) 
Replace all transmission line jumpers with proper connectors to be installed. 
Equipment to be properly mounted on a 19 inch equipment rack (Tekk Comm will Furnish). 
Electrical wiring should be corrected. (conduit) extension cords should be removed.

As per our conversation on Saturday, Tekk Comm will provide the replacement duplexer to the club at no 
cost. We will also provide all new transmission line jumper cables with the appropriate connectors which 
will be of the N type which will keep the loss to a minimal. All jumpers will be of LMR 400 coaxial cable. 
All equipment will be mounted on a 19 inch rack, open face and properly grounded. We recommend that 
an electrician replace the conduit at the site and remove all extension cords, thus eliminating all hazards. I 
have attached with this report all specifications for the duplexer along with the replacement antenna.

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NWS The 17th annual SKYWARN Recognition Day (SRD) special event will take 
place Saturday, December 5, 2015, from 0000 UTC to 2400 UTC. SKY- 
Co p ec ial WARN Recognition Day, co-sponsored by the American Radio Relay 
Event League and the National Weather Service, pays tribute to Amateur Radio 
operators for the vital public service they perform. During the 24 hour event, 
Amateur Radio operators visit their local National Weather Service (NWS) 
office and work as a team to contact other hams across the world. This event is also aimed at strengthening 
the bond between Amateur Radio operators and local NWS offices. The volunteer SKYWARN program 
comprises nearly 290,000 trained severe weather spotters - many of them radio amateurs - who identify 
severe storms and provide NWS forecasters with reports of local weather conditions during severe weather 
events. SCYWARN Recognition Day is not a contest. The object is for stations to exchange some basic 
information with as many NWS stations as possible on 80 Meters through 70 Centimeters (excluding 1.25 
Meters). Repeater contacts are permitted. Stations exchange call signs, signal reports, locations, and a one 
or two-word description of the weather at their respective locations.

e 2 tablespoons sugar 
e 2 tablespoons cinnamon 


Heat oven to 400 degrees. Mix shortening, 1’ cup sugar, all eggs. Blend flour, cream of tartar, soda and 
salt. Stir in. Shape dough in 1” balls. Roll the ball into the sugar and cinnamon mixture. Place 2” apart on 
ungreased baking sheet. Bake 8 to 10 minutes. These cookies puff up at first then flatten out. Makes 6 
dozen.
